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Holstein Personalities—A Modern Patriarch 


ITHOUT looking in the diction- 

ary for a precise definition of 
the term, I judge it will apply proper- 
ly to Mr. Solomon Hoxie, because I 
think of a patriarch as a man of 
prophetic vision combining the wis- 
dom of the sage with the kindliness of 
one who loves his fellow men, all of 
which is true of Mr. Hoxie. He has 
always been more interested in others 
than in himself. Entirely 
foreign to his nature is the 
careful, calculating spirit 
that provides first for the 
welfare of “number one.” 
His support of a cause has 
ever been prompted by re- 
gard for the cause, which, I 
suppose, is true of the 
world’s best workers in ev- 
ery field. 

Until I met him today in 
his own home, I had not 
seen Mr. Hoxie in nearly 
a decade. The last time was 
at an annual meeting of the 
Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion in Syracuse, near the 
close of his long term of 
service as Superintendent 
of Advanced’ Registery. 
Then he seemed in =a 
troubled mood. The duties 
of his office, which he had 
always taken very seriously, 
were evidently becoming 
too great a burden for one 
of his age to bear. Accord- 
ingly I was agreeably sur- 
prised in the Mr. Hoxie of 
today with whom I have just 
been spending a very pleas- 
ant hour. Though somewhat 
bowed in figure—but no 
more so than a dozen years ago—he 
walks with*a quick, firm step; his 
eye is- bright and his brow is un- 
troubled.. When -he came to the door 
to meet me, and gave me a welcoming 
hand-clasp, I was wondering if he 
had actually grown younger during 
the years since I saw him before. His 
heavy gray beard is still dark in 
places and his long, shaggy eyebrows 
are black. “Except for my sight and 
hearing,” he remarked, “I’m in pretty 
good shape. I can read fairly well,

with the aid of glasses, but at a little 
distance I see several images where 
I ought to see only one. For instance, 
when I look at the moon, I seem to 
see parts of three moons.” His hear- 
ing, I found, was good enough so that 
we had not the slightest difficulty in 
visiting together, but though keenly 
interested in the topics suggested and 
perfectly willing to give me the infor-

mation I asked for, he was evidently 
less ready of expression than in the 
past, and the little time allowed me 
between trains for our interview was 
regrettably short. His thoughts do 
not come as rapidly as when he was 
younger, but they are worth waiting 
for; and he looks back with clear 
vision over such a long span of years 
that his observations are valuable as 
well as interesting. 

He is nearing the close of his eighty- 
sixth year and has, therefore, been a 


contemporary of all but four of the 
twenty-seven men who have filled the 
office of President of the United 
States. He was born July 29, 1829, at 
Brookfield, Madison County, N. Y., on 
his grandfather’s farm which his fath- 
er occupied as a tenant—an arrange- 
ment that was continued when the 
family removed, three and a half 
years later to a farm acquired by the 
grandfather near Edmeston. 
Here Solomon and his broth- 
er Samuel grew up togeth- 
er and both, as we know, 
later became closely iden- 
tified with early Holstein 
history in this country, the 
one eventually fulfilling a 
mission for the improve- 
ment of the dairy industry 
that will perpetuate his in- 
fluence through the cen- 
turies. However, today I 
was mainly interested in 
learning some of the things 
that only Mr. Hoxie could 
tell me, and that are not al- 
ready matters of record. 
His school advantages, I 
gathered, were those of the 
average country boy of his 
time. He attended district 
school for a time, and at 
eleven years old spent two 
terms in a select school at 
Leonardsville. “I learned 
easily,” said Mr. Hoxie, “and 
in the Leonardsville school 
(though perhaps I ought not 
to say it) had no_ trouble 
in doing the same class- 
work with the young men 
and women who were sever- 
al years older than I was.’ 
Solomon’s desire for an education 
evidently led him to put forth every 
effort to make the most of the oppor- 
tunities within his reach, for he spent 
one term at New Berlin Academy, at- 
tended, for a term, what was then 
known as the McGrawville College, 
and later spent three months in Madi- 
son (now Colgate) University. 
Meanwhile, at seventeen, he had 
commenced teaching school during the 
winter-time and outside of teaching 
and attending school did farm work.

For his first winter’s teaching he was 
paid at the rate of eight dollars a 
month and “boarded around.’ The 
aext year his salary was increased to 
eleven dollars a month, these amounts 
being equivalent to the wages paid 
farm help at that time. He continued 
to teach, mainly in winter schools un- 
til after his marriage, filling positions, 
among others, in West Edmeston, 
Brookfield, and lLeonardsville. At 
twenty-nine he married Lucy P. Stick- 
ney, who was also a teacher. At this 
point in our interview Mr. Hoxie re- 
marked, “My wife is still living; she 
is here now, and I want you to meet 
her.” Whereupon he summoned the 
lady who for nearly three score years 
has been the partner of his joys and 
sorrows. She is now eighty years old, 
of remarkably attractive face; slight 
of figure but forceful, and still young 
in spirit. Mr. Hoxie explained that 
when they were married, each was the 
possessor of a small amount of proper- 
ty—some sixteen or seventeen hundred 
dollars, which it was agreed they 
should continue to hold independently, 
a fortunate arrangement whereby Mrs. 
Hoxie is now able to provide the 
home where they live, Mr. Hoxie’s 
money having been spent (as his 
friends well know) for various benev- 
olent purposes. Like others of the 
world’s most successful men, he has 
always been interested in more im- 
portant things than making money. 
The aged pair are fortunate in hav- 
ing a daughter, Jane Lincoln Hoxie, 
who is making it her special mission 
to care for her parents. For a dozen 
years this daughter was a teacher in 
the Felix Adler Schvol of Ethical Cul- 
ture in New York City. Some six or 
seven years ago, upon the death of her 


brother, who was principal of a school 
in New York, she gave up teaching, 
and established the family home in 
Edmeston. For a time Mr. and Mrs. 
Hoxie lived with their son, Robert F., 
who is Professor of Economics in the 
University of Chicago, but Mr. Hoxie 
told me that he prefers Edmeston to 
Chicago. The air is better in the quiet 
country village. ‘““Winter and summer,” 
he said; “I sleep with my windows 
wide open.” The daughter is absent on 
a visit to Chicago now, but I saw her 
photograph, and also-the pictures of 
her. two. brothers—a_ bright-looking 
trio, all three accomplished teachers 
and well up in their profession when 
the family circle was broken into. The 
death of the son must have been a se- 











vere blow to his parents, but in their 
mention of him now is no note of 
complaint at their bereavement. Mr. 
Hoxie’s frame of mind was indicated 
in his answer to my question as to 
the number of his children. “I have 
three,” he said, “that is to say, I have 
three children but one of them, a son, 
has died,” which reminded me of 
Tennyson’s “We Are Seven.” 

One cannot talk with Mr. Hoxie for 
very long without discovering that his 
is a religious temperament. At the age 
of seventeen he was impressed with 
the belief that he had a mission to 
perform in the social work of his com- 
munity, and commencing as a lay 
preacher while still in his teens, he 
served for eight years as pastor of the 
little country church in his home 
neighborhood. This church was of 
the Free Baptist persuasion, and Mr. 
Hoxie is still one of its members, but 
his religious views are too broad to be 
circumscribed by the creed of any 
one organization. “When I went to 
Chicago,” he said, “I joined a church 
there, with the understanding that I 
could at the same time retain my mem- 
bership in my home church. Also, 
when I was in Yorkville, I became a 
member, in the same way, of a church 
there, in which I am still interested, 
so that properly, at the present time, 
I belong to three churches, and,” he 
added, with engaging simplicity and 
seriousness, “I would join them all if 
I could. By natural inclination I am a 
Quaker, and would have joined the 
Society of Friends if one of their 
churches had been within reach, but I 
united with the Free Baptists because 
theirs was the only church in my 
community. I am interested in every 
means of social welfare. I have even

worked in the streets with the Salva- 
tion Army.” Personally I have only ad- 
miration for those who, like Mr. Hoxie, 
are interested in every means of social 
welfare, and I am little concerned un- 
der what name such means are exert- 
ed, but Mr. Hoxie without knowing 
how broad or how narrow my own 
opinions might be, wanted me to un- 
derstand his point of view, so he add- 
ed, “Doubtless you are surprised at my 
statement of religious views. Perhaps 
they are best shown in some of the 
poems of J. G. Whittier, such as ‘Our 
Master’ and ‘The Eternal Goodness.’ ” 
Since it happens that the latter has 
long been one of my favorite poems, 
I was glad to discover in Mr. Hoxie a 
disciple of the Quaker Poet, whose 
creed is so well expressed in the 
verses named; and certain of whose 
lines must now appeal to our aged 
friend with special force: 

I long for household voices gone, 

For vanished smiles I long; 


But God hath led my dear ones on 
And he can do no wrong. 


I know not what the future hath 
Of marvel and surprise, 

Assured alone that life and death 
His mercy underlies. 


And so beside the Silent Sea 
I wait the muffled oar; 

No harm from him can come to me 
On ocean or on shore. 


I know not where his islands lift 
Their fronded palms in air; 

I only know I cannot drift 
Beyond his love and care. 


The success of Mr. Hoxie’s efforts 
as a preacher is shown by the fact that 
under his pastorate the membership of 
the little church was increased from 
fifty-six to more than one hundred and 
fifty, and in the four Sunday Schools 
that were maintained under his di- 
rection he stimulated an interest in 
good reading by building up a commu- 
nity library consisting of books of the 
profitable kind—literature of accepted

works, of which Mr. Hoxie has always 
been an interested student. He wished 
me to understand that he never re- 
ceived, nor would he accept, pay for 
his preaching. Accordingly, while per- 
forming the duties of a home mission- 
ary, he continued to teach during the 
school year, and did farm work out- 
side of school. So we may think of 
Mr. Hoxie as a leader in the important 
departments of activity in his neigh- 
borhood, not barring politics, for we 
find that for several years he held the 
office of Supervisor in his town. 

It was his desire to help in a worthy 
cause that led to his first connection 
with the Holstein interests. A meet- 
ing had been called for the purpose of 
forming an organization that later be- 
came known as the Unadilla Valley 
Stock Breeders Association, and Mr. 
Hoxie was invited to be present for the

the purpose of the meeting. Always 
ready to help in any effort for prog- 
ress + decided to attend and was 
made Secretary of the organization, 
an office which he filled for many 
years with growing credit to himself 
and the society that came to assume a 
foremost place among the early organ- 
izations in this country devoted to the 
improvement of the dairy breeds. 
Eventually (in 1880) the interests 
represented in this society organized, 
with Mr. Hoxie as Secretary and his 
brother, Samuel L., as President, the 
first Holstein herd book association 
in America. This was known as the 
American Association of Breeders of 
Thoroughbred Dutch or Friesian Cattle 
and its herd book was designated the 
Dutch Friesian Herd Book. It thus ap- 
pears that to Mr. Hoxie belongs a 
large share of the credit for the pio- 
neer work that led to the organization 
of our present Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America. In this work Mr. 
Hoxie took the greatest interest from 
the very beginning and thereafter de- 
voted his most earnest efforts during 
the best years of his life to the up- 
building of the wonderful breed repre- 
sented by this organization. It is also 
worthy of special mention that it was 
largely due to Mr. Hoxie’s influence 
that the breeders of Friesland organ- 
ized a herd book association—the 
“Friesch Rundvee Stamboek,” at the 
head of whose list of “Eereleden” 1 
see, by the latest volume of this publi- 
cation, stands the name of S. Hoxie, 
the only American that has been ac- 
corded this honor. 

Prior to the organization of the 
Dutch Friesian Association Mr. Hoxie 
purchased a farm in Yorkville (in 
1876) where for some years he main- 
tained a herd of purebred Holsteins 
owned by the Unadilla Valley Stock 
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A. Powell and perhaps others are de- 
serving of quite as much credit as 
myself and after the Advanced Regis- 
ter was given form it would have 
failed for a time had it not received 
the support of such men as T, G. Yeo- 
mans and W. Brown Smith.” It is 
now close to three decades since the 
adoption by the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of our present Advanced 
Register system. Mr. Hoxie, the origi- 
nator, and for more than two-thirds 
of that time the man at the head of 
this system, has lived to see it de- 
velop into the most potent factor that 
has ever been devised for the im- 
provement of the breed, and in addi- 
tion has witnessed its adoption in 
modified forms by the other great 
dairy breed organizations.

Breeders Association. In the fall of 
1879 he visited Holland and brought 
over an importation of fifty calves and 
the following spring made a second 
importation consisting of more than 
a hundred head which were purchased 
for the Unadilla Valley Stock Breed- 
ers Association and a company of 
breeders in Michigan. The next year, 
with Mr. Burchard of Hamilton, N. Y., 
and Mr. Paine of Ohio, he made an- 
other journey to Europe spending two 
months in Holland, six weeks in 
Guernsey and two weeks in England. 
On this trip he bought about fifteen 
Guernseys for his brother whose farm 
was located at Leonardsville. Referr- 
ing to this transaction Mr. Hoxie re- 
marked that he later asked his broth- 
er which of the two breeds he pre- 
ferred, Holsteins or Guernseys, and 
his brother answered, “Personally I 
like the Guernseys the best, but the 
Holsteins are a good deal more profit- 
able,” a point which probably explains 
the phenomenal growth of the Black 
and White breed in this country. 
While maintaining the herd of 
which he had charge on his farm at 
Yorkville, Mr. Hoxie from the start 
kept a continuous record of the milk 
production of the cows under his 
charge, a plan which later culminated 
in the record system that has made 
our breed famous. It is well known 
that our Advanced Registry system 
owes its origin to the genius and per- 
severance of Mr. Hoxie. It was a 
flash of inspiration) for Mr. Hoxie tells 
me that the idea came to him like a 
flash) which suggested the plan of 
an Advanced Register in which to re- 


cord animals of special merit. Con- 
cerning the development of this idea 
and its far-reaching influence, it is 
not the purpose of this article to at- 
tempt a record but it is worthy of 
note that at the outset Mr. Hoxie’s 
plan was violently opposed by many 
breeders of prominence and others 
high in authority in the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association. Mr. Hoxie, however, 
seems to place slight emphasis on the 
value of his own part in this impor- 
tant work.

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Mr. President and Members of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association: 

In any report covering any portion 
of Holstein-Friesian interests during 
the fiscal year 1914-15, the one out- 
standing factor that has dominated 
the whole situation during the princi- 
pal part of the year: has been the 
breaking out of foot and mouth di- 
sease and its dissemination through 
the main dairy section of the country. 
Appearing first in Michigan, where it 
might readily have been stamped out 
if taken in time, a veterinarian blund- 
ered in his diagnosis, and through his 
carelessness or ignorance caused a 
loss to the country that can only be 
measured in millions of dollars. When 
any such calamity befalls a country, 
the direct loss may not be difficult to 
measure; but the indirect loss, which 
is always many times the direct, can 
not even be estimated with any de- 
gree of accuracy. 

A few Holstein-Friesian breeders, 
have lost their herds, and have our 
sympathy. Thousands of others have 
had their breeding business tied up 
under the quarantine and have in the 
aggregate suffered a great loss. The 
silver lining to so dark a cloud is in 
the thought that the outbreak has 
taught a lesson not soon to be for- 
gotten, and that breeders of the pres- 
ent day are not likely as a whole to 
again be troubled with such a .visita- 
tion. Also that being breeders of Hol- 
stein-Friesian cattle, the greatest and 
most popular of all the dairy breeds, 
for which the demand is greater than 
the supply, any surplus accumulations 
will be quickly absorbed as soon as 
the quarantine is lifted and confidence 
restored. 

That under such existing conditions 
with every breeder’s mind intent on 
guarding his herd against infection, 
there should have been a considerable 
increase over the preceding year in 
the number of tests made for ad- 
vanced registration shows clearly the 
hold that advanced registration has 
upon our breeders, and the high esti- 
mation in which it is held. This in- 
crease amounted to eighteen per cent 
for short-time official tests, and thir- 
ty-four per cent for long-time or year- 
ly tests. Up to November 15th the 
increase over the preceding year was 
over forty per cent; but during the 
following two months large numbers 
of breeders who had intended to test 
thought it wiser to give up testing for 
the winter. After January 15th came 
increasing confidence, and test work 
assumed nearly normal proportions. 
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When it is remembered that the 
year 1913-14 showed an increase in 
testing over the preceding year of 
forty-five per cent, the increase of 
eighteen per cent shown for last year 
over the year 1913-14 takes on great- 
er significance and shows how fast the 


testing for advanced registration is 
increasing. In fact, the increase for 
the past year, 1914-15, over the year 
1912-13 was a little over seventy-two 
per cent. In the reports made by me 
from year to year as Superintendent 
of Advanced Registry there must of 
necessity be much of sameness; for 
the object of the reports is to sum- 
marize the work of the year and make 
comparison with past years possible. 
It is only by making such comparisons 
that we can realize the advances made 
and to an approximate degree of cor- 
rectness forecast the future. - 

The Year’s Tests. 

During the fiscal year ending April 
30th, 1915, certified reports of official 
tests covering 125,405 days have been 
received, verified and accepted by the 
Advanced Registry Office; equivalent 
to the testing of 17,915 cows for one 
week, or one cow for nearly 345 years. 
Kleven thousand four hundred and 
seventy cows have been under test for 
periods of not less than seven consec- 
utive days. Of these cows one hundred 
and sixty-one began their official rec-

ords not less than eight months after 
freshening, and 566 completed semi- 
official yearly or lactation records. Of 
the 10,743 ordinary records reported 
377 were extended to fourteen days, 
60 to fifteen days, 39 to twenty-one 
days, 818 to thirty days, 32 to sixty 





days, 10 to ninety days, one to one 
hundred and twenty days, and 15 to 
an irregular number of days. The 
averages by ages or classes were as 
follows:

This herd of 10,743 animals, of 
which over one-half were heifers with 
first or second calves, produced with- 
in a period of seven consecutive days, 
4,371,601.6 lbs. milk containing 155,- 
489.89 lbs. of butter-fat; thus showing 
an average of 3.56 per cent fat. The 
average production for each animal 
was 406.9 lbs. milk containing 14.474 
Ibs. of butter-fat; equivalent to over 
58.1 lbs. or nearly 28 quarts of milk 
per day, and 16.89 Ibs. of commercial 
butter per week. 

Breaking of the Record. 

The breaking of the record is be- 
coming increasingly difficult. During 
the past year records for butter-fat as 
they stood at the beginning of the year 
in the several classes of the four prize 
divisions have been exceeded by thir- 
teen cows and heifers, as against sev- 
enteen the year before; while the cor- 
responding milk records have been ex- 
ceeded by several cows and heifers. 
In the junior four-year class of the 7- 
day division, Mabel Segis Korndyke 
by a production of 32.257 lbs. fat from

fifty-three animals listed. Of these 
three hundred and seventy-four are 
found in the 7-day division, one hun- 
dred and thirty-two in the 30-day di- 
vision, two hundred and ninety-three 
in the long-time or yearly division, and 
thirty-five in the milk division. Nine- 
ty-one cows are listed in the full aged 
class of the 7-day division, of which 
the lowest and winner of the seven- 
tieth prize produced 24.145 Ibs. fat; 
while sixteen other cows producing in 
excess of 24 lbs. fat were yet too low 
to gain places in the prize lists. In 
the junior two-year class of this divi- 
sion there will be found listed 89 heif- 
ers, of which the lowest and winner 
of the seventieth prize produced 16.44 
pounds fat; while thirty-one other 
heifers running above sixteen pounds 
fat failed to gain places. Thus there 
were tested in one year one hundred 
and twenty junior two-year-olds with 
records above’ sixteen pounds fat.

In’ my report one year ago, I men- 
tioned the fact that the Guernsey cow 
May Rilma had exceeded the yearly 
record of Banostine Belle De Kol, and 
while congratulating our Guernsey 
friends on breaking the record made 
the prophecy that, “The laurels will 
not long rest upon May Rilma’s brow.” 
This prophecy was soon fulfilled; for 
in about nine months May Rilma, with 
a record of 1073.41 lbs. fat, gave place 
to Murne Cowan, another Guernsey 
cow, whose production was 1,098.18 
lbs. fat. Murne Cowan retained the 
throne but a little over one month, 
when she was displaced by the Hol- 
stein-Friesian heifer Finderne Holin- 
gen Fayne, 1,116.05 lbs. fat from 24,- 
612.8 lbs. milk. Thus a cow of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian breed is again at-the 
head of the procession as the world’s 
dairy queen. Finderne Holingen Fayne 
is the first cow in the world to exceed 
1,100 lbs. fat in one year; yet great as 
is her record, if nothing happens she 
must shortly give place to Finderne 
Pride Johanna Rue with a record still 


greater. Another triumph of the year - 


was the 30,451.4 lbs. milk containing 
951.23 lbs. fat produced by Tilly Al- 
cartra; for by this production she 
proved that the claim of 30,318.5 Ibs. 
milk produced twenty-four years ago 
by Pietertje 2d was within reason and 
not beyond the reach of a Holstein-

3.39 per cent fat: The average pro- 
duction for each animal was 14,407.7 
lbs. milk containing 488.97 lbs. of but- 
ter-fat; equivalent to 570.46 lbs. of 
commercial butter per year. 

Changes in Rules. 

The changes made in the rules for 
advanced registration, that went into 
effect on November ist, have proved 
their value. They have been of great 
use both to the Advanced Registry of- 
fice and to the State Agricultural Col- 
leges, and have been highly recom- 
mended by the latter. Our breeders 
have for the most part made an earn- 
est effort to fully comply with the new 
requirements, and I have tried to 
make everything as easy as possible 
for them. During the year there has 
been practically no complaint from our 
breeders of any scarcity of supervi- 
sors, which would seem to indicate 
that the State Agricultural Colleges 
had been able to secure a sufficiency 
of men.

men appointed as supervisors might in 
some instances be higher; but with 
more than eight hundred men re- 
quired to take care of our work, I 
think we are to be congratulated that 
the average is as high as it is. I can 
assure you that the colleges are doing 
everything possible to secure the best 
men attainable. As mentioned by me 
in my report of a year ago, the gradual 
taking up by our breeders of the long- 
time test will go far to aid in solving 
the supervisor problem. 
The Association’s Guaranty. 

One of the least agreeable of the 
duties devolving upon the Superintend- 
ent of Advanced Registry is that per- 
taining to the collection from our 
breeders of fees for the conduct of 
official tests. During the past year 
over one hundred claims to the amount 
of several thousand dollars, have béen 
referred to me by the State Agricul- 
tural Colleges; and while in most in- 
stances our breeders’ have _ paid 
promptly on my calling their atten- 
tion to the matter, in twenty-one cases 


the Association has had to pay the 4 


bills as. guarantor, the amount so paid 
amounting to $1,056.49. Of these breed- 
ers, whose bills have been so paid, 
eight have refunded to the Association 
$661.28 paid out on their account, leav- 
ing at the close of the fiscal year thir- 
teen breeders in default to the Associ- 
ation to the amount of $395.21. Two of 
these delinquents died soon after in- 
curring the obligations to the State 
Agricultural Colleges, and the Associa- 
tion is now endeavoring to collect the 
funds from their estates. 

I well understand that the situation 
the past winter has been abnormal, as 
the quarantine not only stopped or re- 
stricted sales but also put many breed- 
ers to increased expense for feed, 
leaving them with no available funds; 
and bearing all this in mind, in carry-

I could to lessen the hardship as much 
as possible. But the State Agricul- 
tural Colleges hold that any breeder 
asking for a supervisor to conduct 
tests and not having money in sight 
to pay the fee is virtually undertaking 
to make a forced loan from his State 
Agricultural College. The supervisors 
employed by the Colleges must be 
paid; and while some of the Colleges 
have a small appropriation as a work- 
ing fund to draw from, others have no 
appropriation whatever. Thus, it re- 
quires prompt payment of fees on the 
part of our breeders to enable the 
Yolleges to pay their supervisors. The 
guaranty is certainly an unpleasant 
proposition for the Superintendent of 
Advanced Registry to carry out; but

To the close of the last fiscal year 
a total of about 39,700 animals have 
been admitted to entry in the Holstein- 
Friesian Advanced Register, of which 
about 2,600 were bulls. I say about, be- 
cause I do not yet know just how many 
bulls will be admitted for the year just 
closed. During that year 7,680 cows 
have been admitted as original entries 
while 3,790 cows have been admitted 
to re-entry under the rules governing 
such re-entries. Including bulls, of 
which the exact number is not yet 
known, the total entries for the year 
will exceed 12,000.

Official Records Bulletin. 

As I mentioned before, the foot and 
mouth disease has affected the work of 
the Advanced Registry Office during 
the past year to no small extent; yet 
with the increase in the number of 
short-time and long-time tests, togeth- 
er with the effect of the changes in 
rules for advanced registration, the 
work of the office during the year has 
increased over the preceding year by 
fully twenty-five per cent. A portion 


-of this increase is due to the growth 


of our mailing list in the matter of 
Official Records Bulletin; for when 
The Register and World found it too 
burdensome to longer report the offi- 
cial tests, members entitled to these 
reports naturally turned to this office. 
The mailing list at the present time 
contains over six thousand names. 
The change from the old form, where 
the records were printed on but one 
side of the paper, to a compact pamph- 
let form has resulted in a very great 
saving both in postage and printing. 
An additional advantage has been ob- 
tained in cutting out the assembling 
and folding by hand, and substitutipg 
mechanical folding and stitching. The 
Bulletin in its new form seems to be 
giving universal satisfaction; and the 


adding of the name of the sire is no 
doubt of considerable advantage to 
our breeders. It will probably be near- 
ly the middle of this month before the 
last issue of the Official Records Bulle- 
tin for the year 1914-15 can be mailed 
from the Advanced Registry Office, as 
the fiscal year closed with over four 
thousand certified reports of official 
tests on hand that were received dur- 
ing the month of April. There will be 
near three hundred pages of the Bulle- 
tin when the last number is printed. 
Advanced Registry Publications. 
The Prize-Lists pamphlets, forming 
a part of my last report, were distri- 


_ buted as usual at the last Annual Meet- 


ing; and in addition copies were 
mailed to such members as made ap- 
plication therefor. Of the 10th edition 
of the Outlines of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Advanced Registry System six 
thousand copies were issued and di- 
vided among those State Agricultural 
Colleges that had made application for 
them, giving to each college only the 
number for which it had applied. Over 
twenty thousand copies of the pamph- 
let entitled, “One Thousand Pound 
Holstein-Friesian Butter Cows,” and 
of the little pamphlet entitled “Some 
Results Attained,” were printed and 
turned over to the Literary Committee 





for distribution. The Prize-Lists and 
“Some Results Attained” were em- 
bodied in the 25th volume of the Ad- 
vanced Register Year Book, as is the 
custom; and the delivery of that book, 
which began last October, is still in 
progress. 
Advanced Register Year Book. 

Not as many applications for the 
25th volume have been received as 
were received for the 24th volume; 
and I would again call the attention 
of our members and others interested 
to the fact that, owing to the impor- 
tance of getting all the data for each 
volume into a reasonable sized book, 
the 24th volume will be the last to be 
printed complete, and that all succeed- 
ing volumes will refer back to preced- 
ing volumes. Thus, the 26th volume 
when issued next fall will continually 
réfer to the 25th and 24th volumes, 
making it needful that our members 
keep their files complete in order to 
have all data available. A limited num- 
ber of copies of the 24th volume yet 
remains on hand; and I would respect- 
fully suggest to the new members ad- 
mitted at this meeting, who have not 
as yet obtained this book, that they 
send for a copy while it is yet possible 
to obtain it. The price for either the 
24th or 25th volume is $2.00 per copy. 

Award of Prize Money. 
$15,496.50 in prize-money has been 
divided among 269 breeders; and as | 
have often said before, when it takes 
so large a production to even gain the 
lowest places in the Prize-Li< 
one gaining any placc is to be con- 
gratulated. The largest amount of 
money awarded to any one company 
or breeder is awarded to the Somer- 
set Holstein Breeders Company, the 
amount being $528.00. Then follow 
Hollywood Farm with $431.50, Wood- 
crest Farm with $403.50, and so on 
down. 

In, addition to this report and 
forming a part of it, I submit in 
pamphlet form a report of the prize- 
winning cows in the several classes of 
the five prize divisions.

REPORT OF THE 
LOS ANGELES SALE 


There was a large and enthusiastic 
audience at the Los Angeles Sale of 
pure-bred Holsteins held at Ascot 
Park on May 12, 1914. There were 
nearly 1000 people present from sever- 
al different states but the majority of 
the animals sold remained in South- 
ern California. The bidding opened 
rather slowly when it was announced 
that from $400 to $750 apiece would 
be paid for all heifer calves five 
months old dropped by cows bred to 
_ Tilly Alcartra Son. This had the im- 
mediate effect of quickening the bid- 
ding and the cows and heifers went at 
prices unheard of before in California. 
The entire lot of yearling heifers 
alone, bred to this bull, averaged $504 
apiece which is over twice the aver- 
age price which we think would be 
obtained for heifers of such breeding 
had we bred them to any other bull. 

There was a great deal of interest 
aroused in the sale of the two high 
record cows, Alba Sadie Cornucopia 
Creetia and White House Belle. Bid- 
ding was spirited between the repre- 
sentatives of the Whittier State School 
and Mrs. Anita M. Baldwin for the 
possession of Alba Sadie Cornucopia 
Creetia, the last named party finally 
making the last bid of $1500. Mr. Tay- 
lor of the Whittier State School, real- 
izing his mistake of letting this cow 
go at such a bargain price, announced 
his intention of paying up to $2500 
for this cow and offered Mrs. Baldwin 
a large bonus for her purchase after 
the sale, which was refused. Her rec- 
ord made in our herd under adverse 
conditions is 28.85 lb. butter and 612 
lb. milk in seven days. Her daughter, 
Cornucopia Karen, was bought by 
Mrs. Baldwin for $900 and her grand- 
daughter, Cornucopia Karen 2d, was 
sold for $550. Mrs. Baldwin also pur- 
chased the two-year-old heifer, Dora 
Abbekerk Johanna, for $1075. This 
heifer recently completed a record on 
our ranch of 18.19 Ib. butter and 370 
lb. milk, milking over 62 lb. of milk 
a day the last day she was on test. 
These two cows, Alba Sadie Cornu- 
copia Creetia and Dora Abbekerk Jo- 
hanna, are the two highest price fe- 
males ever sold in California. White 
House Belle, the highest record cow 
éver sold in the state at public sale, 
brought $975. This cow made a record, 
seven weeks after freshening, of 29.27 
lb. butter and 660.20 Ib. of milk in 
seven days. She milked over 100 Ib. 
of milk in a day and has every indica- 
tion of materially increasing her rec- 
ord the next time she freshens. Ger- 
trude De Kol 2d, who just finished a 
20-lb. record, sold for $700 to Whittier 
State School and her dam, Gertrude 
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De Kol, brought $600. There was quite 
a number of animals of good show 
records sold in the sale among whom 
was Day Beauty De Kol of Windsor 
who was the first prize 3-yr-old at the 
Colorado State Fair and who brought 
$750. White Aaggie of Windsor, the 
third prize 3-yr-old at the National 
Dairy Show and a first-prize winner 
wherever elsewhere shown, was 
bought by Mr. Taylor of the Whittier 
State School for $475. Bernice Orms- 
by of Windsor, the first prize heifer 
at the Colorado State Fair, brought 
$600. Although there were sixteen 
heifer and bull calves sold at the sale 
under five months old, the fact that 
there were twenty-four cows and heif- 
ers in the sale bred to Tilly Alcartra 
Son brought up the average to such 
an extent that the 69 head sold for 
$28,330 or an average of $410 apiece 
which speaks a great deal for the pop- 
ularity of the blood of our junior herd 
sire. The average obtained for this 
sale, with the exception of the Dollar 
Sale, is the highest of any of the 
spring or fall sales.

THE FIRST PUBLIC SALE . 
AT AVONDALE FARM 


The greatest sale ever held in the 
Dominion and one of the greatest 
ever held of the breed is the verdict 
returned for the first public sale at 
Avondale Farm, Brockville, Ont., held 
May 26. In spite of the disagreeable 
weather a crowd of close to seven 
hundred and fifty people was in at- 
tendance. The bidding was spirited 
throughout, the crowd not failing to 
appreciate the better offerings. 

The yearling bull, Avondale Pon- 
tiac Echo, topped the sale at $4500, 
being purchased by P. J. Salley, La- 
chine Rapids, Que. He is a son of the 
World’s Champion milk producer May 
Echo Sylvia and King Pontiac Artis 
Canada, the senior sire at Avondale, 
who was likewise entered in the sale. 
Upon these two bulls and the 37-lb. 
cow, Belle Model Johanna 2d, Mr. 
Hardy had placed reserved bids which 
were kept absolutely secret and hand- 
ed to the clerk in sealed envelopes. It 
was understood that if the prices bid 
were above the reserved price, the 
animals would be sold, otherwise they 
would remain at the farm. King Pon- 
tiac Artis Canada was struck off at 
$4100 and Belle Model Johanna 2d at 
$4200. These two, however, remained 
at the farm as prices bid failed to 
reach the reserved price. 

The average for the sale is $407 for 
fifty-four head. This included eleven 
animals a year old or under and eight 
bulls, five of them calves. There were

To 
aspire to membership in such an or- 
ganization denotes an honorable mo- 
tive. In behalf of the Holstein frater- 
nity the World is glad to extend to 
every new member the right hand of 
fellowship. To you, the newcomer, we 
must look for the assistance that will 
enable us to realize the ideals typified 
by the breed that brings us together. 
The Holstein cow, at her best, stands 
for size and individual excellence as 
well as capacity to produce. She is 
rugged and rob@t, straight on the 
back, wedge-shaped, fine-headed, 
square over the hips, and her capa- 
cious udder is symmetrical and strong- 
ly hung. Let us, in our breeding oper- 
ations, emphasize the importance of 
these qualities, and furthermore, let 
us not neglect to profit by the stand- 
ards exemplified by the best of the 
breed. She is one of the world’s work- 
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ers, quietly and industriously doing 
her part for the welfare of mankind. 
For all favors shown her, she gives an 
honest return—and more, for the Hol- 
stein is noted for her liberality. Not 
content with work that is merely good 
she is constantly attaining a higher 
mark. She belongs to the only aristoc- 
racy that counts, which is the aristoc- 
racy of achievement. 





SUPT. GARDNER'S REPORT 

The annual report of the Superin- 
tendent of Advanced Registry, pub- 
lished in full in this issue, is a parti- 
cularly gratifying piece of Holstein 
literature. In spite of depressing finan- 
cial conditions and the foot and mouth 
disease epidemic, progress is shown 
all along the line, proving that Hol- 
stein breeders realize the value of 
both the short and long time tests. 
You will note an increase of 18 per 
cent in the number of 7-day, and 34 
per cent in the number of semi-official 
tests over 1913-14. The increase over 
1912-13 is 72 per cent—a fair basis of 
calculating the increased popularity 
and effort in developing the Holstein 
cow. As to the results of their effort, 
the year just past has brought forth 
several epoch- making achievements, 
among them being—the only cow of 
any age or breed to produce 1100 Ib. 
of fat in a year (done by a junior 3- 
yr-old); the only cow to produce 30,- 
000 Ib. milk in a year in semi-official 
test; the only cow to produce 40 Ib. 
of butter in 7 days before maturity, 
and the only heifer to produce 30 Ib. 
butter in 7 days as a 2-yr-old. 

Important as are these performanc- 
es, it is the averages that tell the real 
story of progress. It should therefore 
be a source of great pride, to all ad- 
mirers of the Black & Whites that 
the 566 cows making year’s records 
(nearly a half being heifers with first 
or second calves) averaged in 347 
days over 14,407.7 Ib. milk and 611.21 
lb. butter; 3.39 per cent fat and that 
the 10,473 cows making 7-day records 
(over a half being heifers with first 
or second calves) averaged 406.9 Ib. 
milk, 18.09 lb. butter; 3.56 per cent 
fat. The average for the 9116 cows 
tested during 1913-14 was 402.8 Ib. 
milk, 17.87 lb. butter, 3.55 per cent fat. 
Thirty-one Holstein-Friesian cows 
have now produced over 850 Ib. of fat 
in a year, thus being entitled to classi- 
fication as 1000-lb. butter cows by any 
standards in use by the other breeds. 
Of this number nine were added dur- 
ing the past year. This total is several 
times as many as can be shown by all 
other breeds combined. 147 cows dur- 
ing the year made 7-day records above 
30 lb. of butter, thus exceeding by 19 
the total for the preceding year. 

We are proud of the results at- 


tained by the “universal cow,” and 
commend to the -careful study of 
World readers the report of what she 
has done in the year just completed. 





The World acknowledges’ with 
thanks the receipt of a booklet “On 
the Presentation of a Portrait of Wil- 
liam Dempster Hoard, founder of 
Hoard’s Dairyman, given by the Amer- 
ican Guernsey Cattle Club to the 
Saddle and Sirloin Club of Chicago.” 
This contains a photographic repro- 
duction of the original painting of 
Governor Hoard, with a record of the 
Banquet and exercises in connection 
with its presentation. Dr. H. B. Fa- 
vill, Vice-President of the Holstein-

accepted the portrait. We quote the 
following from his speech: 

“T have come to feel with regard to 
Governor Hoard that he is a man of 
the broadest statesmanship and I have 
yet to know, in casting over in my 
mind all of the public figures of this 
country, I have yet to realize a man 
whose influence upon the welfare of 
this country has been greater than 
that of Governor Hoard. 

“That being the case, the question 
is always before us, how has he done 
it, and I say he has done it by devo- 
tion to a cause; he has done it by pa- 
tience, insistence, dogged determina- 
tion to go on and on until he accom- 
plished what he was at. and never 
has he compromised. And so, although 
we can see in this same agricultural 
world and although we can see in the 
dairy world great figures, men of 
great influence and great power, af- 
ter all, here is the man who has car- 
ried the key to the recesses of the 
closed mind in this country. He is the 
man who has carried the torch that 
has fired men’s souls’ and this is the 
man that we must acknowledge as 
leader in the whole realm of agricul- 
ture and dairying thought in the 
world. 

“The Saddle and Sirloin Club hon- 
ors itself in accepting for a place up- 
on its walls this portrait. Always it 
has held in highest esteem, in great 
appreciation, Governor Hoard. Only 
now has it come to the point where it 
includes his portrait in its gallery.”

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THE ANNUAL MEETING 
By M. S. Prescott 


The Annual meeting of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America 
at Syracuse, Wednesday, June 2, was 
one of the largest and most enthusi- 
astic ever held. Everybody seemed 
glad to see everybody else, and to 
swap experiences with him, and glad 
likewise to get back to the old stamp- 
ing grounds at Syracuse. It seemed 
to be the general opinion that our 
breeders have now passed through the 
worst of their troubles, and that the 
future abounds in rich promise. Three 
hundred twenty members were pres- 
ent in person, with twelve hundred 
ninety others represented by proxies, 
making a total of sixteen hundred ten. 
Michigan sent a large and active dele- 
gation, bent on bringing the conven- 
tion next year to Detroit. Ohio was 
equally strong for Cleveland as the 
next meeting place, while the Minne- 
sota breeders put forth their efforts 
to have the decision in favor of their 
Twin Cities. The Michiganders, how- 
ever, prevailed, and Detroit was desig- 
nated as the place of meeting next 
year. 

The forenoon session and a part of 
the afternoon, were occupied with the 
reading of the reports of the various 
executives. The report of Superin- 
tendent Gardner is published in full 
in this issue, while the others of most 
importance will appear next week. 
We will therefore refrain from ex- 
tended comment upon them at this 
time. Simply saying that they all give 
concrete testimony to the increasing 
popularity and development of the 
Holstein-Friesian breed. It is worthy 
of note that registration in the herd 
book of the Association during the 
past year has increased 18 per cent, 
42,063 females being registered this 
year, as against 29,750 last year; and 
25,617 males, as against 18,336 last 
year. In spite of the restrictions in 
shipping, transfers during 1914-15 ex- 
ceeded 1913-14 by 5,109 females and 
4,938 males, and in spite of the ac- 
companying discouragements and un- 
certainty of the situation, 1,208 new 
members were accepted, an increase 
of 97 over 1913-14. Nearly 25 per cent 
of the new members live in New York 
State. The Secretary announced that 
during the month of May, and up to 
the day of the meeting, 136 new appli- 
cations for membership had been re- 
ceived and accepted. The Treasurer’s 
report showed a cash balance of $169,- 
835.59, an increase of about $14,600 
over the preceding year. 

Proceeding to the business as out- 
lined in the call, Mr. J. B. Irwin’s 
amendments were tabled, when shown 
by Mr. Kellogg to be not in accord- 
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ance With the Corporauon iaws. Witn

Because of the tact that it was to 
take the piace of, instead of to suppie- 
ment the existing by-law on the sub- 
ject, Mr. S T Wood's resolution in 
regard to filling out the service record 
on transfers of animals not bred in 
the possession of the party making 
the application, was laid on the table. 
Later, however, with the unanimous 
consent of the meeting, this matter 
was brought before the house again 
in satisfactory form. As unanimously 
adopted, Article IV, Section 45 is 
amended by the following addition: 
“If such record already exists, and is 
current in the Secretary’s office, the 
statement ‘not bred in my possession,’ 
shall be deemed sufficient, Mr. A. L. 
Brockway, Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, presented the Budget for 
the ensuing year, which was unani- 
mously adopted. This provided for an 
increase of $19,900 over last year for 
the maintenance of the Secretary’s 
office, the amount being $124,500. The 
Advanced Registry office was given 
an increase of $2,900, the total being 
$51,400. A resolution was then pre- 
sented by Mr. E. M. Hastings, rela- 
tive to the condition of the National 
Dairy Show Cattle, and calling upon 
the Federal Government properly to 
reimburse the owners. This was 
unanimously adopted. 

Dr. Way, of Chicago, was then called 
upon, and presented some interesting 
facts concerning the milk situation, 
and our competition with foreign pro- 
duction. He showed that milk is pro- 
duced more economically in Europe, 
owing to cheap labor, intensive culti- 
vation, etc., and that the freight rates 
from Europe to New York or Boston 
are very nearly as low as from Central 
New York, the rate in the latter case 
being about eleven cents, ‘and from 
Rotterdam, 13 to 19 cents. He con- 
cluded by pointing out the fallacy of 
reducing the tariff on milk products. 

Col. W. E. Skinner, General Manag- 
er of the National Dairy Show, was 
next introduced, and gave a very inter- 
esting review of the situation with re- 
gard to the~National Dairy Show Cat- 
tle. He stated that the Federal Au- 
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thorities had given the caiue a clean 
bili of health, and tnat about 6U per 
cent of them had now returned to 
their homes in twelve different states, 
the only ones not yet given permission 
to return being herds owned in yew 
York, Massachusetts and Pennsyliva- 
nia. An apparent victory was won 
by the owners when Congress was in- 
duced to provide that they should be 
reimbursed for the expenses incurred 
to the extent of a haift of the dairy 
value of the animals. ‘The committee 
of appraisal consisted of a Pennsyl- 
vania milk-dealer, a Michigan short 
horn breeder, and an Indiana veterin- 
ary. These three men refused to con- 
sult the owners, the records, or any- 
thing else: They made no distinction 
between the different animals, the 
usual valuation being $75 to $100 a 
head. For seven months eighty-seven 
men and boys have lived in quarantine 
with this herd, and have continually 
used the milk produced, apparently 
without the slightest harmful effect. 
Of the 89 calves that were born while 
the dams actually had the disease, 24 
died. The later arrivals, however, 
have all been perfectly normal, Mr. 
Skinner stated that the problem was 
a question of economics, and of wheth- 
er the ordinary farmer could maintain 
@ proper quarantine. Mr. Skinner out- 
lined the purposes of the National 
Dairy Council, details of which were 
published in the May 22d issue of 
The World. 

At the conclusion of this talk Mr. 
Brockway introduced a resolution re- 
questing the State of New York to 
permit the return of Mr. Chisholm’s 
herd of Ayrshires from the National 
Dairy Show. This met with the unani- 
mous approval of the meeting.

property when it was purchased by 
the state in 1874. —~ 

Pontiac Korndyke was brought to 
the Pontiac State Hospital as a calf 
and from 1899 to June 17, 1905, (when 
sold to a New York breeder) occupied 
the stall with the door at the extreme 
left end of the barn. 

Hengerveld De Kol was born at the 
Pontiac State Hospital, March 15, 
1897. He was quartered .in the stall 
whose door is nearest the right-hand 
side of the picture. Hengerveld De 
Kol was sold to the veteran breeder, 
A. A. Cortelyou, on October 20, 1904.

New Fat Standard in Pennsylvania. 


For the information of your readers, 
especially in Pennsylvania, will say 
that we have been successful in pass- 
ing a bill in both houses reducing the 
standard of fat in milk from 3.25 to 3 
per cent, provided that the producer 
can make an affidavit that nothing has 
been added to the milk or taken from 
the milk, in that case no prosecution 
can be brought. 

Quite a few breeders have been ar- 
rested and prosecuted because their 
milk did not come up to the standard 
of 3.25 fat while the facts are that 
they gave a strictly pure milk direct 
as it came from the cows, this is not 
only injurious to the producers of 
milk but also to consumers, especially 
those buying milk for uses requiring 
a higher per cent of fat as the large 
milk dealers generally sell milk not 
higher in butter fat than required by 
the standard 3.25 per cent fat while 
the facts are that for weak invalids 
and infants straight Holstein milk, 
containing even less than three per 
cent fat would be more valuable. 

Milk should be sold just as it 
comes from the cows and laws should 
be enacted in every state that milk 
should be sold straight as it comes 
from the cows, unadulterated and un- 
pasteurized as all manipulated milk is 
dead milk and indigestible with only 
half the nutritive value as pure raw 
milk which is fully substantiated by 
our best chemists. 

If the physicians would recommend

straight raw milk, low in putter fat 
instead of condensed milk and baby 
food for weak infants and invalids 
they would have better results and at 
the same time not only benefit dairy- 
men near the large cities but also 
the consumers in large cities and be 
a great blessing to the weak invalids 
and infants. 

It seems a pity that the various 
boards of health and semi-scientists 
do not get wise on this fact and give 
relief to the consumers and producers 
and give them the most wholesome 
food in existence.

A Letter From a Former Jersey-Man. 


I have been greatly interested in 
the writings of Mr. F. M. Avery of 
Auray Farms. 

He is certainly a gentleman of great 
genius and versatility. His late pro- 
duction shows him to be an humorist 
of the finest calibre. “4.50 per cent 
butter fat” is certainly a gem of a 
joke. I had been wondering all the 
while as to what Mr. Avery was driv- 
ing at, when he was exhorting the 
breeders to be careful and not breed 
their cows to give too rich milk. It had 
never entered my simple head that 
he was preparing to spring such a 
rich joke on us poor simple minded 
breeders. He had honestly led me to 
believe that he was advocating the 
breeding of 3 per centers. 

But, really, Mr. Avery ought to be 
careful. Such wit is dangerous to the 
people at large, if not to himself. 

Up here in New York state the 
Bordens are buying milk on a butter 
fat basis, and some of the dairymen 
have been straining every nerve to 
get a monthly test of 3.50 per cent. 
Directly after Mr. Avery’s “4.50 per 
cent fat” poem came out, two of these 
dairymen dropped dead. Of course I 
cannot say that Mr. Avery was di- 
rectly responsible for their deaths, 
but it really goes to show that he 
ought to be careful. 

To be serious, I can’t see why people 
should be wasting their time and per- 
fectly good ink, in writing articles 
warning breeders against the too rich 
cow, whether she be Holstein or Jer- 
sey. 

Of course, any man who knows any- 
thing about -Holsteins, knows that it 
is folly to place’a bull at the head of 
his herd from a cow that has gained 
distinction by making a big test from 
a comparatively small flow of milk, 
and an abnormal fat content, which 
was without doubt produced by an ex- 
cessive fatty condition of the animal, 
followed up by a high fever while the 
test was being made.

It is all very well for the Dutch to 
start their babies on a quality of milk 
that will necessitate their develop- 
ing a “whey belly” or starve. Because, 
in later life, the Dutchman will need 
the room to hold his beer. But we 
Americans do not take to that style 
of human architecture. It interferes 
with the natural activity of the aver- 
age American, and therefore, we like 
our food in more condensed form. 

And, I further believe that we in 
America are slowly working up to a 
richer, and better Holstein cow. 

The dairy cow is an artificial pro- 
duction anyhow. She is what she has 
been made to be by feed and selection. 
And I place feed before selection pur- 
posely, for without the careful feed- 
ing, there would be no animals of 
superior merit to select from. We 
feed more, and richer grain than the 
Hollander does, and our cattle will 
surely become (in fact, they already 
have become) richer milkers than 
their ancestors. 

This is a thing that we can’t get 
away from if we try, unless we delib- 
erately go about it by using bulls 
from our thinnest milkers. To me, this 
would seem to be a foolish thing to 
do. The only possible excuse for such 
a proceeding would be that we are 
breeding away from type. But, so long 
as we are improving the type, I can 
see no harm, even in that.

During the period from April 3d to April 14th, 1915, records for 664 cows and 
heifers were received and have been accepted to entry in the Holstein-Friesian Ad- 
vanced Register; of which twenty-three were extended to fourteen days, three to 
fifteen days, sixty-three to thirty days, and two to sixty days. The averages by 
ages or classes follow:

Sixty-five junior four-year- 
olds averaged: age, 4 "years, 2 months, 17 days; days from calving, 20; milk, 444.7 
Ibs. ; et cent fat, 3.57; fat, 15.894 lbs. Sixty-one senior three-year- -olds averaged: 
age, 3 years, 9 months, "16 days; days from calving, 22; milk, 418.9 lbs.; per cent fat, 
3.66; fat, 15.313 lbs. Ninety-four junior three-year-olds averaged: age, 3 years, 2 
months, ‘10 days; days from calving, 21; milk, 398.1 lbs.; per cent fat, 3.64; fat 14.478 
Ibs. Sixty-six senior two-year-olds averaged: age, 2 years, 9 months, 11 days; days 
from calving, 27; milk, 372.9 lbs.; per cent fat, 3.51; fat, 13.092 Ibs. One hundred and 
seventy-three junior two-year- -olds averaged: age, 2 years, 1 month, 11 days; days 
from calving, 21; milk, 324.2 lbs.; per cent fat, 3.60; fat, 11.671 lbs. 

This herd of 664 animals, of which over one-half were heifers with first or second 
calves, produced in seven consecutive days 270,974 lbs. milk containing 9,692.736 Ibs. 
of butter-fat; thus showing an average of 3.58 per cent fat. The average production 
for each animal was 408.1 lbs. milk containing 14.597 Ibs., of butter-fat, equivalent to 
58.3 Ibs. of 27.7 quarts of milk per day, and 17.03 lbs. of commercial butter per week.

above twenty pounds, it seems to mé 
that he is making a pretty good start. 
I am sorry that I have sold any of 
his daughters because I find that those 
that were ‘sold after their two-year- 
old tests have not been tested again 
and consequently, have not had the 
best chance.
